Farmers 
Still 
Holding 
Cotton— Will 
Attend Congress in July. 
Hondo, Texas, June 15.— Publish­ 
ers Bryan Eagle, Bryan, Texas: Gen­ 
tlem en.—We started out here in the 
spring with bright prospects up to 
the 30th of April but on that 
night 
Jack Frost made us a visit and bligh­ 
ted our hopes. 
In the northern part 
of our county all crops were killed 
outright, but in the southern part they 
were only partially destroyed. I had 
to plant over some of my cotton and 
thought the corn here was ruined, but 
it came out all right. 
We were soon blessed with a good 
rain and we are making fine corn. 
All February corn 
is 
jiast 
roasting 
ears and getting ard. 
All other feed 
crops are fine, 
We have a variety of cotton—some 
planted in March and on up to the 
present time—you can find some cot­ 
ton here just coming up, with a good 
crop of boll weevils on hand. I am 
unable 
to 
forecast 
this 
crop 
Just 
now though prospects are reasonably 
good for all crops in the, county. 
Medina has largely increased, 
her 
feed crops of all kinds this year and 
decreased the cotton crop in propor­ 
tion. 
We are making too much cotton and 
neglecting other things too much. We 
have made a start in the right direc: 
Mon this year.

a blessing to the South after all, and 
it will prove to be In the end.
